This reference discloses methods for diagnosing 
and treating supraventricular tachycardia and other 
arrhythmias caused by re-entry of electrical impulses in the 
AV node, by administering to a human or animal an effective 
amount of adenosine that restores normal sinus rhythm. The 
reference discloses that this is a result of adenosine 
causing a partial heart block which slows A-V node 
conduction. This is not related to the novel methods of the 
present invention where an adenosine receptor agonist is 
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administered to a human in order to detect the presence and 
assess the severity of coronary artery disease, ventricular 
dysfunction and the differences in blood flow through 
disease-free coronary vessels and stenotic coronary vessels. 
These novel methods utilize adenosine as a vasodilator in 
order to detect myocardial dysfunction.
